As you know, the Oonmlasioa cm Organisation of the Esecttfeive 
Bmnoh of the Oovernaent, generally known as the fibover Gorasisslon, 

is constituting a fhsh iOree to study sad make reoosawmidatlCfns with 
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re»pect to the ot^sBuiaation and methods of c^ratiooa of the CIA. (General 
Mark ¥. Clark ha« be«a dasi^mted by Mr. Hoover to head this Hhsis 
Frarce ahich^ I uaderataad, vill probably be orgaaiaod and start its work 
soeietijtie in Septeadm* next. Ubder the law conati tilting the Hcxsver 
Coeralaaloti, the 3k&ak Force shall study arid investi^te the present 
organlssati^ and aethods of opezatlon of the Agency to deteittine what 
chanees ti»rcin are necessary' to accooplish the policy of Congi’ess to 
proBJOte econony, efflclencyv, and iiaproved service by: 

a. recostBendlng aethods and procedures for reducing 
e:iQ)eadlture6 to the lowest aoouiit consistent with the efficient 
perfonoance of essential services, activities and functions; 

b. elia lna ting duplication and overl^ljping of sez*vices. 
activities, and functions; 

c. consolidating services, activities, and fuiictions of a 
sisiilar nature; 

d. abolishing services, activities, and furctions not 
necessary to the efficient conduct of Goveropent, 

e. ellainating noneaeential eervices, functioas, and 
activities which are coapetitive with private enterprise. 

f. defining responsibilities of officials, and 

g. relocating agencies now responsible directly to 
the President in departments or other agencies. 


As the work of the Hoover Sask Force will get under way ahortiv, 

I sugi^st that you and General COark confer in order to avoid aiij m- 
necesaary diq?licatioa of wcark as between you. Ihe distimition between 
the leark of jraur Study Groigi and of the Hoover Sssk Force is tide; 

You will deal with the covert activities of tiie CIA 
as indicated in paragraph (2) above, and your 
report will be subsdtted to me. General darii’s 
^Sask Force will deal largely with the organizatlori 
and methods of operation of the CIA euid other 
related agencies within tihs limits ^scribed ia 
tbm lav as c»xtllned in paragrapti (k) above. Re- 
ports of the Hoover Gceatission are loade to the 
Congress. 

Yhe purpose of these studies, boUi that of the Hoover Ihsk fbrce 
and that of your Oroiq?, ia to insure that the United States Govermieat 
develops an appropriate mechanism for carrying out its over-all intel- 
ligence responsibilities and the related covert opetutiona. 1 consider 
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tlMse opftrmtions Kre eMHmtial to our notional Mcurity in those dUiys 
i^n intexmtimiBl CoswinlSBi le ecgreasively preselng its vorld-wide 
vt&verslve pixigna.
